he Coal Mine in Ohio ta Be Sold—Schemes 
for Raising the Wind<Prospecis That the 
General Officers Will Not Get Salaries 
Due—Resumption of Work at the Edgar 
Thomson stee!-Works—The New York 
Brewers’ Lock-Out—Labor News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 24.—The appro- 
priation of $10,000 by the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor at the recent 
session to start a printing office at headquar- 
ters was afarcicalact. The money was ap- 
propriated from a depleted treasury. The 
need of ready money above current expenses, 
which are now paid with difficulty, has caused 
much concern. Schemes for raising the wind 
have been afloat for some time. Aside from 
the brown stone headquarters, worth $60,000, 
the only available property is the 
Connelburg coal mine in Ohio. The 
general board have authorized the sale of 
this property and they expect to realize 
enough to enable the trustees of the printing 
office to get the office well under way. The 
trustees want to start the office badly, as they 
thus hope to lessen the enormous printing bill 
of the order, which was $49,000 last year. The 
sale of the mine will only provide a little 
ready money for exigencies, such as the print- 
ing office, and will do little to improve the 
frightfully bad condition of the finances. A 
member of the board admits that there 18 
barely enough money in the. treasury to pay 
the current expenses and keep the machinery 
going until the payment of the July per capita 
tax. 

HEAVY EXPENSES. 

The quarterly returns are far from satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Powderly has issued a special call 
for the purpose of keeping the attention of the 
order on the glittering generalities of his to 
draw a little money in the empty coffers. Un- 
less money is received between this date and 
July the force at the general office will have to 
be further reduced. The question strikes 
bighemfthan the clerks, however, and there is a 
strong probability, whicn is held by some of 
the board, that before that time the general 


officers will ngt de able to get 
their salaries in full. The ex- 
penses of the order are now very 
heavy. During the year 1888-86 the order 


‘gained nearly 60,000 members and the total 
expenses were $105,795 Under the present 
administration for 1586-87 the order lost 217,000 
members and the total expenses were 5401.68. 

Atthe close of the Minneapolis session of 
the General Assembly, in October, 1887, the 
treasury was practically empty, as the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the General Assembly 
about exhausted the paltry balance of $5,977. 
The order bad, *— — to Secretary Litch- 


man, 455,000 members, This membership 
had aid into the treasury the sum of 
$495 ,656 whilet he yearly expenses were $491, 683. 


The expenses and receipts so nearly balanced 
that a small falling-off in the membership or 
other causes affecting the income would force 
the receipts to fall below the expenditures. In 

7each member ofthe order paid about 
75 cents for the support of the order, every 
cent of which was‘used; and as ahe member- 
ship has decreased another 200,000, the in- 
come will be decreased one-half. According 
to the report of Treasurer Turnerfthe average 
monthly expenses of last vear were 880.000. At 
the same time the average monthly income 
from all the sources of revenue was about 


10 get money needed to meet expenses a 
special assessment of 2 cents was levied is 
November, 1886, which brought in $105,173, and 
a general appeal brought in $15,409, and the 
order was saved from financial ruin. There 
have been no assessments this year, and as 
the regular sources of revenues would not pay 
expenses with a large membership, they can- 
not pay with a decimated membership of 
about 40,000. The expenses remain about the 
same, and, if anything, are higher. 

There is little or no economy. The board 
cost the order $21,416 last year and several 
members say that at the rate of $7 a day and 
expenses it will cost the order $25,000 a year. 
There is a chance of getting money by mort- 
gaging the headquarters, which can be dune 
contrary to the general opinion, but the 
board prefer to sellthe mine. This cost $20,- 
000 originally and has yielded up to date $3,000 
profit. A member of the board said recentiy: 
Jam afraid, with our decreased member- 
ship, that we won't be able to get our full sal- 
aries after July.’’ 


The Edgar Thomson Works. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 24.—Seven hundred 
men went to work at the Edgar Thomson 
Steel-works this morning. Furnace A is in 
operation and B will probably be started up 
within the next twenty-four hours. Supt. 
Jones says he can get all the men he wants 
and is refusing applications. The Knights 
continue firm, andso farthere have been no 
desertions from their ranks. There are no 
signs of an outbreak. The Pinkerton men 
and Deputy Sheriffs are still guarding the 
works, but the strikers are giving them no 
trouble and are keeping at a safe distance 
from the company’s property. 


The Brewers’ Strike.

strike to-day. Both employers and employes 
stand firm.

Dol Basiness and Poor Prospects—The Emt- 
grant Pool Again—Notes. 


„Extremely dull, is about the only answer 
that one can get now from railroad officials 
and line agents with reference to business. 
It has beenterribly dull ever since the pres- 
ent year opened and while here 
and there a man “will be found 
who takes a cheerful view of things the major- 
ity expect the expenses to top the earnings for 
the next four or five months to come. The 
Western and Southern roads have just come 
out of a hard season with no crops to speak of 
to move, but during the first part of it the 
stringency in the money market was not felt 
so sevérely and there was railway construc- 
tion, house-building and mannfacturing 
to give business. But what crop there was has 
been moved, and railway construction having 
ceased to a large extent, there is nothing to 
make earnings out of. Another element which 
bas added stiil further injury is the rate cut- 
ting which has been going on for months past. 
All the lamber and other material that was 
needed in the West and South was carried in 
at ruinous rates. 

Of course, the roads are now looking to the 
next crop to resume activity. The indications 
are that the Western roads will be somewhat 
disappointed. The severe winter and late diy 
spring have done inestimable damage to the 
crops in the Central and Western States. 
An official who has just returned 
from a trip through _ West and 
Southwest says the crops in the West are look- 
ing as badly as they can look. Through Kansas 
and Missouri everything is stunted and late. 
Texas is in fine shape and Arkansas is in good 
condition, as there has been plenty of rain in 
both of these States. On the other hand Mis- 
souri is also bad and the Central States are suf- 
fering. Crop reports from all points on 
the Vandalia road and its connections indi- 
cate that there will not be more than halt a 
crop of wheat, andthe late season threatens 
to injufe the chances of the oat crop. 


The Emigrant Pool Again.

BROUGHT IN $188,000. . 


COSTLY PACKAGE CARRIED ON CHANGE BY 
A MESSENGER UNDER GUARD. 


Novel Manner in Which Dunn & Co. At- 
tempted to Settle a Deal After a Certified 
Check Had Been Kefused—A Knotty 
Problem for the Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Which Need Not 
Now Be Solved. 


When Moses Fraleyin an outburst of in- 
dignation last week pronounced the business 
of grain speculation a disreputable one and 
as being afflicted with a contingent having lit- 
tle regard for the truth, he spoke without a 
text, but the text has promptly putin an ap- 
pearance this week, and was the basis this 
morning for much animated conversa- 
tion. In short, the conditions under 
which 400,000 bushels of corn were about two 
weeks ago contracted for by Wm. Dunn & Co. 
of Chicago, the grain being on hand at the St. 
Louis elevator, have been resolved into a 
question of veracity between buyer and seiler 
and the commission firms involved in the 
transaction. S. W. Cobb & Co. acted for the 
Chicago firm and D. P. Grier for the St. Louis 
ElevatorCompany. Dunn &Co. do a heavy 
business in Chicago and the purchase, 
though a large one, excited no unusual com- 
ment until recently, when it was learned that 
there was a serious difference of opinion as to 
the disposjtion of the grain existing between 
buyer and seller. Then it was the gamblers 
in grain pricked up their ears, in which inte?- 
ested position they are not unlikely to retain 
them until the whole matter has been 


investigated by the Board of Directors of the 
Exchange. The corn, as already stated, was 
contracted for by Wm. Dunn Co., acting 
through their brokers, S. W. Cobb & Co, It 
was whispered about that the Chicogo firm 
desired the grain for export, and the ship- 
ment of so much eash corn in the present con- 
dition of the market naturally excited

on change. Ih interest has been vastly 
enhanced by subsequent developmants, for 
there have been rumors of a corner in May 
corn contemplated by the parties directly in- 
terested in the present deal, and when it was 
learned that Dunn & Co. had an intention of 
removing the grain from St. Louis comment 
waxed warm. 

The difference of opinion between buyer and 
seller already alluded to, hinged on the ship- 
ment of the purchase, the representation of

President John Jackson of the St. Louis Ele- 
vator Company nevertheless stated most posi- 
tively to the reporter that there had been 

A VERBAL AGREEMENT TO SHIP 
on the part of Dunn & Co., and that there bad 
been witnesses to this verbal agreement, in 
which. statement he was sustained by D. P. 
Grier. Here the whole question rests, and as 
it involves not only a big transaction with im- 
portant bearing on the market, but involves 
the commercial integrity of the firms con- 
cerned, its settlement is no light matter. That 
Dunn & Co.’s representatives were weary of 
the tone matters had taken, was shown by 
their offering this morning in payment for the 
grain acashier’s check forthe amount. This 
was refused as being an illegal tender, but the 
matter did not rest here. A messenger was 
dispatched to the bank and, under guard, 
presently returned with 
$188,000 IN GREENBACKS 
for the purpose of settling the account at 
once. This also was refused, and then a long- 
winded controversy was begun between D. 
P. Grier, who earlier in the day had professed 
his almost complete ignorance of tbe deal, and 
Mr. Thornburn. 
SETTLED. 

The production of the greenbacks appeared 
to have asoothing effect. Will Gardner ap- 
peared at the doer of the Exchange witha 
valise stuffed full with the crisp notes, but it 
was unnecessary for him to proceed fur- 
ther. The difference of opinion when 
everything looked most squally was amicably 
setiled, though on just what basis the parties 
to the transaction declined to state. Mr. 
Thornburn acknowledged thata portion of the 
corn would be shipped, but declined to state 
the amount or the terms of settlement. 
Neither would he call the agreement acom- 
promise.

In the recent attempt of Moses Fraley, D. R. 
Francis & Bro. and other ‘‘bear’’ operators on 
St. Louis Change to hammer down the price 
of grain, the first mentioned speculator went 
tothe wall. As stated in the dispatches at the 
time, D. R. Francis & Bro. tried to break the 
upward movement of grain by throwing 500,000 
bushels on the market, but prices remained 
firm and Fraley went under. 

Speculation on the St. Louis Board is becom- 
ing more and more understood and disliked 
among the farming classes in Missouri. The 
grain board is not a grain market but a gam- 
bling hell. In proportion as speculation 
flourishes, the interests of legitimate trade 
suffer. In addition to the depressing effect of 
speculation upon the farming industry 
hundreds of young men in country towns 
have been drawn into the grain gambling 
maelstrom and ruined. Cunning old timers 
of the Fraley and Francis stripe have eaten 
up these raw youngsters when they have 
essayed gambling on the St. Louis Board. 

Meantime the farmers of the State are groan- 
ing under mortgages representing money that 
has gone into the pockets of the ‘‘pulls’’ and 
‘*bears’’ on the Grain Board. It there issome 
way to reach grain gambling by law, that way 
ought to be found out and applied by the 
Legislature.

A Cordial Welcome Extended Her Majesty 


by the Imperial Family and the People |

BERLIN, April %.—This morning’s bulletin 
says that the Emperor passed a very good 
night. His tever this morning is quite insig- 
nificant and his general condition somewhat 


better. 
THE EMPEROR'S FOOD. 


The North German Gazette says that the Em- 
peror’s fever increased yesterday towards 
evening and thatthe discharge of pus con- 
tinued in a moderate degree. The Emperor’s 
food is very carefully se iected. It consists of 
various kinds of meat, light vegetables, milk 
with grape sugar and white bread. Care is 
taken that he shall not take more than heis 
able to easily digest. Swallowing causes him 
no inconvenience. 

QUEEN VICTORIA WARMLY WELCOMED. 

The North German Gazette, referring to the 
visit of the Queen of Engiand, says: ‘‘Her 
Majesty will be welcomed by the whole popu- 
lation of Germany, and above all by the in- 
habitants of Berlin, with the veneration and 
sympathy so justly due one who has for many 
years ruled a frieridly state, and who is the 
mother of our Empress. All German hearts 
will thankfully accept as a token of the Queen's 
deep sympathy for the fate of our reigning 
house, the fact that she comes to the sick bed 
of our beloved Emperor and personally shares 
the deep afiiiction and great anxiety 
with which we are filled to-day. May she be 
enabled to bring comfort and hope and when 
she departs from Germany to take with her 
the assurance that tne sympathy she has dis- 
played will always be kept in grateful remem- 
brance here.’’ 

THE QUEEN AND THE EMPEROR. 

The Queen paid a visit to the Emperor 
shortly after her arrival at the castle. The 
doctors feared that the meeting would excite 
the Emperor and possibly upset him, but their 
fears were groundless. The Emperor seemed 
rather brighter after the interview and his 
temperature was normal. 

WARM GREETINGS AND CHEERS. 

Queen Victoria arrived at Charlottenburg at 
9 o’clock this morning. The Empress, the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess and the 
Prince and Princess of Saxe-Meiningen re- 
ceived her atthe depot. Prince Henry and 
his sisters, the Princesses Victoria Sophie and 
Margaret, Sir Edward Malet, the Brit 
ish Ambassador at Berlin; the Duke of 
Rutland and the Burgomaster and Municipal 
Council of Berlin, were also present. The 
greetings between Queen Victoria and the 
royal family of Germany were warm. The 
Crown Prince conducted the Queen to an open 
carriage, drawn by four horses, which she en- 
tered, and with the Empress beside her was 
driven to the castle. Crowds of people lined 
the route and cheered enthusiastically as the 
carriage passed. 

CORDIALLY WELCOMED. 

The Emperor rose to receive the Queen and 
cordially welcomed her. He afterwards with- 
drew to his own apartments. The Queen, ac- 
companied by the Empress, will visit and 
take tea with the Dowager Empress, Augusta 
this afternoon. Her Majesty will afterwards 
pay a visit tothe castle where the Emperor 
when he was Crown Prince resided. To 
morrow the staff of the British Embassy will 
be presented to the Qucen. Later the Queen 
wiil receive Prince Bismarck. 

A SLOWLY PROGRESSIVE IMPROVEMENT. 

The North German Gazetic says that the Em- 
peror’s condition shows clearly a perceptible 
tendency towardsa slowly proyressive im- 
provement. His fever has diminished regu- 
larly during the last few days. His tem- 
perature to-day was 38 degrees Celsius. 
His physicians hope for a further abatement 
inview of the recentsymptoms developed, 
and they find reason for hope in the return of 
his appetite. The fact that the Emperor has 
hitherto taken a fair quantity of nourishment 
is solely due to the urgent recommenda- 
tion of his physicians. Good results followed 
the observance of their adwice and His Majes- 
ty’s present disposition to take solid foodisa 
satisfactory symptom. But, says the paper, 
‘ag is necessary to exercise caution 
in pronouncing judgment in the present as- 
pect ofthe case. The Emperor showed some 
emotion on receiving Queen Victoria to-day, 
but he apparently suffered no ill effects from 
the meeting.

The Secretary Appears Before the Senate 
Finance Committee — Discussion of the 
Mills Tariff Bill in the Nouse—Imported 
Foreign Lubor—Offers of Bonds—The Di- 
rect Tax Bill—Proceedings in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April %.—Secretary 
Fairchild appeared before the Senate Finance 
Committee to-day at the request. of the com- 
mittee to present his views on the bill which 
has passed the House, providing for the issue 
of fractional currency. The Secretary strongly 
opposed the bill. He asserted that previous 
issues of fractional currency had cost 
in the expense of production and the loss from 
destruction as much asthe entire face value 
of the average circulation maintained. He 
did not believe that public convenience re- 
quired a reissue, nor that it would be popular. 
Fractional silver and the postal note system 
met all purposes which fractional notes could 
serve, except by a very large issue ex- 
tending to the most remote parts of 
the country, and requiring years in its 


preparation. The cost and loss incident to 
such an issue and its manifest disadvantages, 
which led to its abandonment, were to his 
mind conclusive reasons against a renewal of 
such circulation. The Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, Mr. Trenholm,also appeared before the 
committee to suggest some minor modifica- 
tions of the bill to reimburse depositors in the 
Freedmen’s Bank. 


House Ways and Means Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—Owing to a 
failure to get a quorum until nearly noon the 
session of the Ways and Means Committee to- 
day lasted only about ten minutes. The 


limitation of debate on the tariff bill was not 
referred to and the committee contented itself 
with sending the Mills surplus bill, with the 
Spooner-Beck amendment, as passed by the 
Senate, to a subcommittee compose of 
Messrs. Mills, McMillen and Kelly, and order- 
ing a favorable report on the Breckenridge 
resolution calling upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information regarding the im- 
portation of foreign labor and its effects upon 
American industries.
